But 
in the name of common sense and' 
for the sake of our children and 
our children's children, let's take 
the offensive against bureaucratic 
waste and pure political spending.

About three years ago the War Department ^ ...^ „, 
warned the State Highway Department that|tj,g g^ort 
it would become necessary at some time m

spite of this the Highway Department took 
no steps in preparation of making a neces- 
sary change of that section of the road in 
order that traffic could continue to flow with- 
out interruption to one of the most conjested 
areas of the State. 

About six months ago this warning was 
reiterated and still the Highway Department 
slept. Therefore, after having given due con- 
sideration to the people of the community 
and ample notice to the Highway Department 
of the emergency that would ultimately have 
to come about and no action was taken the 
War Department closed the road by necessity. 
The people of the community immediately 
became alarmed and at once proceeded to 
take steps for relief of what was foreseen to 
become an emminent danger of untold traffic 
congestions as well as peril of life. A route 
was outlined which would detour the Fort at 
reasonable cost and which could be completed 
within a reasonable length of time. This route 
skirted the Fort, passing through the State 
Park but over certain areas which had been 
leased to the Federal Government. By in- 
nuendo the State Conservation /Commission 
and the War Department signified their ap- 
proval would be given without question upon 
the application of the State Highway Depart- 
ment for the permission of the construction 
of a roadway over the proposed route. In 
spite of this there were delays and no action 
was taken for weeks until the Hon. Harry 
Flood Byrd personally interested himself in 
the matter and followed it through with 
State officials as well as the War Department. 
Immediately a survey was provided and ap- 
proved by the State Conservation Commission 
and it now appears that some action will be 
taken to grant the people of the community 
the requested relief. 

It is high time that some of the depart- 
mental heads of the State Government wake 
up to the fact that Tidewater Virginia is one 
of the most thickly populated areas of the 
State and contributes a vast portion of reve- 
nues to the State coffers and understand that 
its taxpayers should be given due considera 
tion in making expenditures for improve- 
ments particularly in the case of an emer-

SmiKBS SLOW DOWN IWPENSB 



It is perteetly cl«ir to tmryane in Washington that "itplitiea" have 
not been taken oat of the existing laws to regulate collective^rgBining, 
<ir «at of the other cures and processes under which Federal Conciliation 
and Mediation operate. The Mediation Board hasn't any authority to 
»et np<m its own motion, and it must wait for "certification" from the 
Secretary of Labor. 

Wide differences of (pinion exist among outstandin^T officials includ- 
ing monbers of the Cabinet, and adqiinistrators of National Defense. 
The same division of opinions is found in both Rouses of Congrress. It 
really is healthy to discover that they didn't all think alike. Above all 
the din, the judgment of WilUam S. Knudsen is generally accepted in 
Washington. The current issue of the (HTicial Weekly Bulletin of the 
Office of Emergency Management covers all of the principal agencies 
of defense. It reports Mr. Knudsen as urging "saving a billion man- 
hours in production schedule." He says that this saving is possible and 
that it is equal to 10,000 medium sized bombers with guns. When 
Knudsen waa honor guest speaker at the National, Press Club recently 
he drew one of the largest audiences of news men, and defense and 
public officials Uiat have gottoi together since the beginning of the 
National Defense program. 

Washington likes Knudsen, because he has lived up to the expecta- 
tions of President Roosevelt, who invited Knudsen to direct production 
because he was "the best man for the job." He is thoroughly practical, 
• and his heart and soul are in his work. He has the fine old habit of 
callisjF things by their right names — "a spade a spade;" while "strikes" 
to take advantage of the Defense situation are "criminal," in his opinion.

Continental Europe bought a dollar's worth of every $12 of goods 
produced in Central and South America before the war. At the present 
time the United States purchases from Southern countries is 407i higher 
than it was last^ear. An important feature in this inter-American co- 
operation is found in the fact that about $125,000,(M)() in credit has been 
made available to 10 Latin countries through the Export-Import Bank.

tNSHACKLE THE COMPETITIVE SYSTEM 

The Temporary National Economic Committee, which has been in- 
vestigating alleged monopoly in industry, has made its report to Con- 
jgress. One section of that report is of the utmost interest to the con- 
sumer. 

This section strongly recommends the repeal of the Miller-Tydings 
law— which permits manufacturers of trade-marked products in inter- 
state commerce to fix the minimum retail price at which they may be 
sold. The TNEC says: "The legal sanction of such practices tends to 
undermine the. basic tenets of a competitive economy. . . . The free com- 
petitive system which has been so largely responsible for the high pro- 
duction and wide distribution of goods, is seriously threatened in many 
state and local markets by the passage and enforcement of laws which, 
while seeking to curb monopoly and encourage independent businesses, 
frequently use price-fixing as a means to that end, re.sulting in uneco- 
nomic and unsound practices which undermine the effectiveness of com- 
petitive prices in providing the advantages of mass production to the 
largest number of consumers." 

In still another section of the report, the TNEC makes this signifi- 
cant observation: "It will avail us nothing to carry a gigantic defense 
progi^m to a successful conclusion if in doing so we lose sight of the 
basic philosophy of our American economy— a competitrve^gysteih of 

private capitalism." .^^„_— — 

Undoubtedly the motives behind price-fixing and similar laws were 
Ko<^. But experience shows that such laws have been harmful to the 
consumers, producers and progressive merchants. Factual surveys prove 
beyond question that the price levels are generally higher in states with 
price-fixing laws than in those without them. 

Congress would serve the country well if it would follow the TNEC 
report and repeal the Miller-Tydings act. Then it will be up to the 
states to repeal local laws of the same character. In this time of upward 
price trends, it is necessary to protect the consumer and give the free 
competitive system every chance to serve the countrv.

In 1876, the United States observed its one-hundredth anniversary 
as an independent nation. Philadelphia celebrated by holding a cen- 
tennial exposition. In the Machinery Hall at Philadelphia, there were 
on exhibit some weird and strange contraptions forecasting the world 
to come. Two of the exhibits marked the start of a dramatic story that

OiTe of these exhibits showed two crudely fadiioned electric dyna- 
mos, designed by the Belgian inventor. Gramme, and the American, 
Wallace. Each supplied current to a single art: lamp an done drove a 
■mall pump. The public gazed at these gadgets with the curiosity of an 
audience watching a flea jump at tJie command of it strainer. 

But what really took the public's eye was another exhibit that was 
huge and awe-inspiring— the Corliss steam engine, a mechanical moun- 
tain of man's ingenuity. It .stood thirty feet high and was capable of 
producing 1,000 horsepower. Intere:* ki the Corliss engine was in pro- 
portion to its sixe; the public could not visualize that the latent possi- 
I bilities in those freakish little dynamos sitting insignificantly oflP to 
I one side would in a short while supplant the steam engine in most power 
fields. The ericiency of electric power has revolutionized the home and 
factory, although steam power is still indispensible to the uninterrupted 
production of electricity. 

Electric power has made this world we live in more conv«iient and 
efficient, and reduced the labor demanded of man In producing the neces- 
^..^^^^a^ties and luxuries of life. All this has been brought about by the initia- 
tive and enterprise of free men, not by government edict. 

Ijet us hope that the mi«ic of eleclaidty will remain a symbol of 
t^ie public service that flows fmtn the Americm gyst* m of free aOi&pnae.

Since the recent announcemmt 
by the Department of Agriculture 
ol plans to expand the Ever-Nw- 
mal Granary program into a food 
program dea^ned to assure ample 
aq^pUes fae the United States. 
Qr^kt Britain and other nations 
resisting aggresion, som« people 
have oToneousIy concluded that 
quotas under the AAA program 
will be relaxed, say AAA officials. 

The trippte-A points out that 
under the expanded program the 
:^oducti<H) of pork, dairy products 
3ggs and pmiltry will be stimulat- 
3d through Government purchases 
in the open market to support 
prices over the period ending 
June 30, 1943. Present expansion 
[dans wlD not affect crops of 
which we already have siurpluses, 
such as tobacco, cotton, wh^it and 
peanuts, and quotas to regulate 
production are considered neces- 
sary to maintain a fair future 
farm prioe for these commodities. 

The A^ act of 1938 provides 
that the secretary of agriculture 
ma^ remove operation of market- 
ing quotas in the case of national 
emergoicy, or because of a ma- 
terial increase in export demand. 
National farm programs are ad- 
justment programs in every sense 
of the word, says Secretary Wick- 
ard. Since these programs began 
it has been pointed out that they 
could be used to increase as well 
as decrease production. The pres-

Fish and Wildlife Service is an- 
nounced as cooperating with the 
College of William and Mary and 
the Virginia Commission of Fish, 
eries, in the work of the laboratory 
whose field studies are centered 
at Yorktown on the York River;

laboratory. 

The location of the laboratory 
at Yorktown and Williamsburg on 
the VifBinla peninsula makes it 
close to a wide range of water 
conditions and their variety of 
marine life, including the York 
and James rivers and Chesapeake 
Bay, with ocean water beyond 
Cape Charles and Cape Henry. 
This' region is the center of Vir- 
ginia's important commercial 
fisheries. 

The Virginia Fisheries Labora- 
tory was established last year with 
an appropriation by the Virginia

Tidewater Fisheries. These organ- 
isms are further studied to detw- 
mine the best way in which they 
can be cultivated and utilized by 
industry. Animals whose life his- 



tory are unknown or only partly 
understood are receiving immed- 
iate attention to provide a funda.

management. 

'The laboratory also aims to 
measure the environmental fac- 
tors affecting distribution and 
fluctuations in abundance of im- 
portant economic forms, recogniz.

Americans who for many years 
have been talking about the burden 
of taxation, are shortly to discover 
that they "ain't seen nothing yet." 
They are about to learn, in short, 

Jt to live in a world whose main 
rgies are being given to pre- 
ing for war and waging war, is 
'ail incredibly expensive business. 
The new Administration tax plan 
to add $3,500,000,000 to the gov- 
ernment's annual income, was an- 
nounced on April 17. Both Repub- 
lican and Democratic congressional 
leaders approve it, in general, al- 
most automatically. It has long 
been evident that the moderate tax 
increases adopted by the last ses- 
sion amounted to little more than a 
drop in the bucket. Our defense 
and aid-to-the-democracies program 
is likely to cost upwards of $40,- 
000,000,000, even if we don't become 
involved in war ourselves. Mu h 
of the cost will be deferred for fu- 
ture payment in the form, of nation- 
al debt. But it is universally re- 
cognized that we must pay for as 
much of it as possible as we go, 
and that substantial tax increases, 
reaching almost every income 
group, are no longer avoidable. Sur- 
veys show that the American people 
jeare grtnny wiUliyfTo shoul- 
der the additional burden. It is a 
strange time indeed in which advo- 
cating higher taxes has actually 
become "good politics," even as it 
is good economics. 

Key to the new tax programjs 
found in a statement of Treasury 
Secretary Morgenthau, in which he 
said it would be "an ideal thing for 
everyone to pay one-third more 
next year than he did in the last 
year." It is probable that one of 
the first steps taken by Congress 
will be to up income taxes, on cor- 
porations and individuals both, by 
at least one-third. Some advo ate 
doubling the base rate, which is 



now four per cent, and increasing' ci^jotaL

Higher income taxes will not be 
all of it, by a long shot. While 
there seems little likelihood of a 
general sales tax being adopted 
now — the President is against it —

THE RECORD PVERMONT 

Vermont is a small State "but 

• there are those. who love it." All 

over the Union people live who are 

proud they trace back to some 

Green Mountain forebear. 

So the fact that Vermont*is cele- 
brating the 150th Anniversary of 
its joining the Union is an event 
of importance. It was the first 
State to join the original twelve. 
But before that it enjoyed an in- 
dependent existence for fourteen 
years. It was not carved out gf 
federal territory, nor fragmented 
from another state. It had been 
sovereign. Only Texas ever en- 
joyed a similar status. 

The record of Vermont is worthy 
of notice. Although Republican in 
party label it* has been as strongly 
Jeffersonian in its attitude toward 
centralized power as any state in 
the Union, north or south. 

To begin with it paid its way 
as it fought the Revolutionary War. 
It came out of that contest free of 
debt. While the other States were 
prostrated, Vermont prospered. 
"The smallness of its taxes" at- 
tracted a fine quality of settlers. 
Her first delegation to Congress in 
1781, two Senators and two Con- 
gressmen, represented Yale, Dart- 
mouth, Harvard and Princeton. 
■ It was the ^irst State to abolish 
slavery and the first to provide 
i for universal manhood suffrage, 
without property qualifications. It 
has always stood for frugal govern- 
ment expenditure, pay as you go. 
State's rights and the town meet- 
ing, i, She gave the first blood of 
Revolution; received the first sur- 
render of a British flag,^vas first 
to seize and sell the property of 
Tories; first to answer Lincoln's 
call for volunteers; irf proportion to 
population had a greater percent- 
age of soldiers killed in action than 
any other state, and never surren- 
dered a battle flag.

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COUNTRY BOY ECONOMICS 



During the past twenty-five years there 
have been the greatest advances made in 
fldences of various descriptions in any like 
Iperiod known to mankind. Most of these ad» 
-vances have been made in sciences upon which 
there were tangible results and with a known 
understanding. There are, however, sciences 
which produce intangible results and are not 
entirely clear to the human mind. Among 
^ese are two-that play most prominent parts 
in the welfare of the people of all the world 
and which have been sciences for untold ages. 
Many thousands of theorists have written 
books and expressed opinions most of which 
have differed in views. These two sciences 
are economics and psychology. 

In view of these facts it is only normal that 
each individual should apply the principles 
aceoirding to his individual trfod- of mind 
and exercise that privilege as he sees fit. 
However, there are occasions when it is hard 
to understand some of the expressions of

BOOKS TO OWN

The MaiarHr •# tke People, by 

Edwin MinM, Jr., is a book whkh 
evtry literate American might well 
read, and dwell upon: for Dr. Mims 
ctmcema himself with the poten- 
tial capMity and the actual fail- 
ure of our democnu^ to form the 
living expreaaiim of the numerical 
majority of the people. Surely, 
the America of our Founding 
Fathen' hopes, the America of onr 
early tradition of law and liberty 
ia aynonymoua with the declared 
will of the majority; through that 
majority need not necessarily be 
the "underprivileged" class which 
this author champions. But few 
readers will dispute his contention 
that certain minority groups ex- 
ercise a power in government far 
out of proportion to their numbers. 

"The relation of majority rule to 
minority rights," Max Lemer has 
written, "raises some knotty prob- 
lons in the No Man's Land where 
two areas meet and blur". And 
when these minority right are so 
wielded as to control both the hu- 
man and property rights of the ma- 
jority, then— says Dr. Mims — the 
instrument of our Founding Fath- 
ers has become perverted, and di- 
vested of its true meaning. 

The author sketches the history 
of American political thought. In 
nine carefully-wrought chapters, he 
discusses the meaning of 30ver- 
eighty in a democracy, the Ameri- 
can constitution, courts and law, 
the liberty as weel as the property 
and equality rights of the individ- 
ual and the people. He is not dis- 
posed to ignore minority right, 
but he believes they are often ir- 
reconcilably at odds with majority 
rights. Indeed, he feels that they 
are the basis of an ever-increas- 
ing inequality. 

He dwells upon the crucial dif- 
ference in the theories of sover- 
eighty propounded by Hobbes and 
Rousseau. In Hobbes' system he 
asserts, once the majority has dele- 
gated its authority to individual or 
corporate governing representa- 
tives, it becomes thenceforth a 
mere servant. Rousseau, on the

CONSERVATION— Mwwures to 
conserve onr rubber supply are now 
being suggested, since Uncle Sam's 
total rubbCT reserves on hand add 
up to about 11 months' supply It's 
estimated that defense needs may 
require 300,000 tons— about half 
our total 1940 consumption. Speci 
fie conservation measures outlined 
by Everett G. Holt of the Bureau 
of Foragn and Domestic Commei^e 
include: rationing for all but ab- 
solutely essential needs; regulation 
of auto speeds to reduce tire wear; 
more retreading; more nae of re- 
claimed rubber, and creation of 
facilities for adequate production 
of synthetic rubber. The latter, say 
rubber industry leaders,' offers the 
only positive insurance in ease sup- 
plies of natural rubber— 97 per cent 
of which comes from the Far East 
—were shut off. But meanwhile 
the industry has had ita scientists 
devising means for prolonging the 
service life of the rubber we have 
Most conspicuous of these is dura- 
min, a combination of age — resist- 
ing chemicals which increases dur- 
ability. Scientists in the B. F. 
Goodrich laboratories say it acts 
on rubber to keep it tough and 
alive, much as vitamins bolster the 
human system. It's already being 
used in 1941 passenger and truck 
tires, and ia especially valuable in 
farm tractor and truck tires be- 
cause it steps up resistance to sun- 
light, Weather extremes and barn- 
yard acids.

TBE VIRGINIA COMMODORE 

(Richmond Times-Dispatch) 



Now that the Government is to 
l>uild many new destroyers, it 
might well name one of them the 
Barron, to honor a long line of 
Virginia Barrens who gave dis- 
tingniished service to the Navy. 
Their service extended fronv the 
Colonial period, through the Am- 
erican Revolution, to the close of 
the War Between the States. 

How many Virginians are more 
than vaguely aware that their State 
once boasted its own proud Navy? 
The first James Barron, an ances- 
tor of the late State Senator James 
Bari*on of Princess Anne County, 
was a commodore in the Virginia 
Navy, and gave invaluable aid to 
Washington at the siege of York- 
town, by bringing supplies to the 
Continental Army, on his own ship, 
and the two others of the State 
Navy. At about this time, the com- 
flwdore loaned the^hanhpressed ex- 
chequer of our Colonial Army 10,- 
000 pdunds, which was never repaid. 
His flagship, the Liberty, took an 
active part in the naval operations 
against the British in Chesapeake 
Bay, and its estuaries. His ship 
fought in more than 20 actions, and 
was the only vessel of the Virginia 
Navy that survived the Revolution. 
Commodore Barron remained the 
commander of the Navy until his 
death in 1787. 

Samuel Barron, the son of the 
commodore, entered the Virginia 
Navy as a midshipman at the age 
of 14. and despite his youth, fought 
bravely in the Revolution. He was 
promoted to a lientenancy for his 
spirited capture of a British sloop 
at the mouth of Hampton Creek. 
When the American Navy was re- 
born in 1798, young Samuel was 
appointed a lieutenant and speedily 
rose to hig hcommand. While he 
had only routine duties as a frigate 
captain, during the early campaign 
against Tripoli, in 1805 he was sent 
to the Mediterranean as commond- 
er-in-chief of our fleet, which was 
at that time the largest naval force 
young America had yet put upon 
the sea. Finally, with Tobias, Lear 
special commissioner. Samuel Bar- 
ron negotiated peace with Tripoli. 
There were other notable Barrens 
In our naval ser%1ce. The iron- 
clad 'battering ram invented by 
James Barron (1768-1851) played 
an important part in the develop- 
ment of the "Virginia," or the 
"Merrimac," which brought to an 
end the era of wooden naval ships, 
and gave our iron men firmer quar- 
ter-decks to stride. ,

So long as fire 
is kept out of the woods, trees and 
plants and animals have a chance 
to take care of themselves and 
to make your community a better 
and more prosperous one. 

Help us protect trees. They are 
you friends.

(omUnued from pige <««} 
sales taxea will be put into effect, 
and existing sales taxes increased. 
The taxes, for instance, on liquor, 
tolMwco and gasoline are likely to 
go up. And there is talk of levy- 
ing taxes on such hitherto overlook- 
ed items as soda pop, the humblest 
of berevages. 

Some government officials have 
also been considering the possibil- 
ity of a general payrool tax, to be 
levied against all employers. That 
tax, in a period such as the pres- 
ent, would be a gigantic revenue 
producer, and would be compara- 
tively inexpensive to colle t. Main 
objection is that it would be a tax 
on expense, rather than a tax on in- 
come. A concern might have a 
tremendous payroll and still be 
earning little or no profit, or even 
operating at a loss. At any rate, 
the payroll tax still lies in the fu- 
ture, and is not apt to be consid- 
ered at this time. 

Still another suggestion is to 
have taxes paid by the month in- 
stead of quarterly or even by the 
year, on the theory that it is less 
painful to pay a relatively small 
amount at frequent intervals than 
a large amqunt at long intervals. 
Some have also proposed that the 
employer deduct employes* tAxes 
from pay checks. This ipif * be 
urged in the interest of simpli- 
fication and of reducing collection 
expense. 

Whatever the details, it seems 
certain that the new program will 
go through in jig time and with a 
minimum of debate. It wi^ place 
upon the American people/ in all 
brackets reached, a tax burden 
unpre edented in our history.

The smoke from thouMmds of 
back-jwrd brush fires officially sig- 
nal the end of Winter for the home 
owner. 

More than the arrival of t^ first 
robin or tiie sight of the first 
crocus, the repair urge is the an- 
nual forerunner of Spring. After 
months of Winter inaetirity, the 
months of Winter inactivity, the 
average heme owner is impatient 
for the last snow to melt so he can 
start on the many repahrs he has 
planned. 

The exterior of the house usually 
is the first thing considered when 
the owner starts planning his 
Spring improvements. 

Paint Often Effective 

Architectural deficiencies are 
sometimes overcome by proper 
color treatment and expert land- 
scaping. Two-color paint combina- 
tions may aid in making attrac- 
tive an otherwise dull exterior. 
More important ev«i than the value 
of added beauty is the value of 
added protection which paint gives 
to wood, metal, and plaster sur- 
faces. 

Careful inspections sometimes re^ 
veal many small defects which may 
be repaired inexpensively, often by 
the home owner himself. Where 
conditions are found such as loose 
bricks or siding, loose shingles or 
flashing, faulty chimneys, or weak 
porch supports, repairs should be 
made at once. Repairs of this type 
are eligible for financing under the 
Modernization Credit Plan of the 
Federal Housing Administration. 
Interior Repairs Eligible 

Many repairs and improvements 
on the inside of the house may also 
be financed under the PHA plan. 
The inconvenience of an out-of-date 
bathroom may be overcome. Spot- 
less walls and floors, bright \ix 
tures, gleaming tiles, and mod 
appliances wihch good taste de- 
crees today are easily substituted 
for old fixtures, and under the FHA 
plan the cost is broken up into easy 
monthly payments. 

The interested home owner will 
always f|nd tMn«i to do which will 
improve the home. An upstaini 
porhc, closed in, will make an extra 
bedroom. A room in place of the 
wasted attic space, put in at small 
expense, will add livability and pro- 
vide a playroom for growing chil- 
dren. Conversion of the average 
cellar into a playroom is often a 
simple matter. 

Spring is the ideal time to repair 
remodel, or redecorate. Modern- 
izing a home actually is an invest- 
ment, since it increases hot only the

Because of its large capacity, a 
large attic fan may be used for 
forcing heated air out of the home 
or it may be used to draw cool air 
from the basemwt or Irom the out- 
of-doors at nigk^after'the air has 
cooled, thus providing a house full 
of cool air for the next day. 
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QUESTIONS and ANSWERS 

Q. What precautions should be 
taken to insure a wood casement 
window being weathertight ? The 
sash will open in. 

A. In-swinging wood caaement 
sash should be metal weather- 
stripped and should have a mold on 
the outside near the bottom of the 
sash to prevent water from run- 
ning into the joint at the sill. How- 
ever, to insure weathertight case- 
ment windows, the use of sash 
which swing out1i preferable. 

Q. How should attic storage 
spaces in a house be ventilated? 

A. Attic spaces may be venti- 
lated by openings fitted with 
louvers and located in the gable 
ends of the roof. For hip roofs, 
small dormers fitted with louvers 
located to permit oross-ventttation 
may be used. Thfli openings sHotiid 
be as near the ridge p >possibIe and 
should be covered <4th corrosion 
resistant screr .ng. Additional 
screened vent openings in the under 
side of the eaves are desirable. 

Q. Why should masonry chim- 
neys be capped ? 

A. This is done to prevent water 
from seeping down through the 
masonry. The top surfais of the 
c4> should be well sloped to the 
Mtvidtt edges of 'the chinuiey In 
order to drain off water and melting 
snow as rapidly as posirible.

That defense production is spread throughout the country and 
not concentrated in a few industrial areas or among a handful of large 
comyaities, n» some are led to believe, is well illustrated in a report 
stating tbat 11 planta alone, of the more than 35 Corporation planta 
doing liefieiiae work, buy materials from nearly 200 communities, large 
to General Motors employes in their monthly magazine GM FOLKS 
and smaH, aeattered thrm^h 21 states. 

But even this canvass of just a few of the General Motors defense 
plants inclu({ed only those communities where they make direct por< 
chases. If the raw materials that go into the parts and supplies pur- 
chased by these II plants could be traced back to their original sources 
— going back to the mines, the farms and the forests — it would be found 
that the work ai m«i and women in many timfs 20& eommunitieSf 
located in every sedfon of the country, is involved. 

"It is customary with many of us in listing General Motors defense 
assignments to think of the Allison airplane engine as something made 
in Indianapolis, for example, shells as something made in Lansing, 
machine guns in Flint, Saginaw, Syracuse and Dayton, and so on down 
the line," the article states. "That, of course, does not tell the full 
story." 

A few examples in the report suggest how the roots of defense 
work reach far beyond the Corporation's own immediate organization: 

One G. M. division buys raw materials and semi-finished parts 
from suppliers scattered through 20 states as far west as California. 

Another division buys 24WO defense parts from 83 suppliers which, 
together with 37 suj^pliers of raw materials, are located in 10 states. 

•4^k third division xdraws on 50 small machine shops for supplies. 
The average employment of these shops is 70. 

All kinds of communities — large and small, some at industrial 
centers and many at widely separated points^are feeding parts, sup- 
plies and equipment to manufacturers for defense. Thus, the import- 
ant work in which every American has a personal interest is shared 
by a great army of workers throughout our entire land. 
WHAT;S AHEAD OF AMERICA? 

A powerful group of business men attended the meetings^ of the 
United States Chamber of Commerce in Washington at the turn of the 
present month. They were ,^bout as far apart in opinions expressed 
by speakers as Town Meetings on the radio. But these business 
men left no doubt but what they are standing solidly i)ack of the Nation- 
al AdWnistration. While many of them are not in complete agree- 
ment about the limits to which the President shouldvgij, or extreme 
measures by .Congress; partisularly about engaging in future fight- 
ing, there nevertheless was enough unity in the annual gathering of 
the Chamber to suit either Mr. Roosevelt or Mr. Wilkie — which is 
"going out on the end of the limb." 



FEDERAL TRADE 



Fifty years ago the suspicion arose_ that there should^^be laws 
against trusts and monopolies and so the Sherman Anti-Trust Act was 
enacted. Within the past few years Federal Trad6 has extended rapid- 
ly because the development of transportation and easy access to broad- 
ened territories has made it possible fojymen at machines,, counters, 
desks, and on farms, to do a large parr of their business across State 
lines. The proof of this is found in your local stores where everything 
from every part of the United States seems to be "in season." This 
change of conditions has been met in a large measure by the Federal 
Trade Comission investigations and -prosecutions of unfair methods of 
competition and deceptive acts or practice in interstate commerce. 

The Securities and Exchange Commission started a few years ago 
to supervise the registration of securities and suppress fraudulent 
practices in the sale of new securities. 

The Federal Power Commission, a half dozen years ago took 
over jurisdiction of water power projects on navigable streams. 

The Social Security Board set up "unemployment compensa- 
tion." in 1939. 

Labor laws and Boards have come into existence in recent years. 

A Maritime Commission was given bror.d control over ships and 
shipping. 

Banking has been drafted under Government cor.trol. 

Through all these various processes Federal trade and Federal 
affairs have been centralized under control of the Government at 
Washington, and the States have usually relinquished that authority 
over all such matters with the unfortunate result that the old-time spirit 
of partnership between employers and employes no longer is en- 
couraged iiv'high places.

THE AMERICAN RED CROSS 

Very few people realize what a range of activities are directed 
from the American Red Cross national headquarters in Washington. 
There is no method of human service that is overlooked, no kind of ^ 
trouble in the human family which is not met. Recently there was a 
significent ceremony at the Walter Reed Hospital in Washington, where 
Brigadier General Shelley U. Marietta, Commandant of the Army 
Medical Center, delivered an informative address explaining the part 
of the Gray Lady Upit, whose activities were a feature of th^ annual 
Red Grois convention held in Washington. A lai^e and impressive 
gathering witnessed the presentation of certificates by General Mar- 
ietta, and the presentation of Pins by Mrs. Henry R. Rae, honorary 
chairman of Gray Ladies o( the American Red Cross. The famous 
U. S. Army Band was present and upheld its high musical standards. 
Mrs. Ella Bmt Claussen of New York City, one of the twenty-one 
Gray Ijadies to receive graduate honors, explained to the writer of 
this item the distinctive character of service performed by the Gral 
Ladies. This exceptionally high class unit undertakes to sustain the 
morale of patients in hospitals, and at other posts of duty. This is a 
task that was undertaken during the World War in 1918, and which 
has been developed until it is a very important part of the volunteer 
responsibilities of the Red Cross at home and in foreign fields. 



SENATORIAL SNARLS 

Senator Robert R. Reynolds of North Carolina is described as one 
of the most popular men in the upper branch of Congress, and according 
to the traditional seniority rule he should be stepped-up from his 
place as a member on the Military Affairs Committee to the Chair- 
manship, which post was held by the late Senator Sheppard. A report- 
er says that it is impossible to imi^ne Senator Reynolds as Clnir- 
manof this particular Committee "in the present emergency." The 
reason is that Reynolds is an ipolationist, who has the courage of his 
convictions and never did, and doesn't now, agree with the Administra- 
tion's foreign policies. He voted i^:ainst die Lend-L«ue Bill and isn't 
at aUI ratbusiastic about the selective %rvice.

British and Italian ttoo^ in North 
Africa has thnut the little town 
of Dema into the Umel^Ait. Nor. 
mally, the fortilted Libyan tittmm 
hold is rarely moitioned in the 
news. 

Tet ^e nme Dema, or Deroe, 
as it is somettanea called, was a 
focal point in the struggle be- 
tween American and Trlpt^tans 
at the beginning of the taut eau 
tvay. The capture of that city in 
April, 1805, was a noteworthy tri. 
umph for the American Navy. 

America balked at paying trU 
hute to the Barbary pirates as 
the price ot our freedom on the 

as. WOUam ^ton, naval agmt 
to the Barbary States, planned to 
depose the governor of Deme and 
to place in power a ruler more 
friendly to the United SUtes. His 
military leader was Presley H. O". 
Bannon. of the Marine Corps. 

With the handful of American 
forces at their disposal they knew 
that this could not be acocrnipUsh- 
ed. At Alexandria, Egypt, they or. 
ganized an expedltlm composed 
of Greeks, Turks, Aridilans and 
the polygtot dwellers oS northern 
Africa, headed bf a few Marines, 
and they set out for the TUpoU. 
tan stronghold. 

On their march of nearly 600 
miles across the desert the Ama^ 
cans met with revolt, dfawenslnn 
and open mutiny among their fol 
lowers, while the lack of food and 
water added to their woes. Only 
the Arm attitude of Eaton, sup- 
ported by O^Bannon and his Ma. 
rines, In-ought the expedition to 
a successful climax. 

At Deme, the overland pturty 
was reinforced by the crews of 
three American gunboats. The 
surrender of the town was de- 
manded. It was reftised. The A. 
merlcans and their allies swept 
forward, captured the forticss and 
turned Us guns tipon the enemy, 
while lieutenant O'Bftnnon of the 
Marine Corpa, and Midshipman. 
Man, of the Navy, tore down the 
TVipollti|iV Btiandi^ (fud flung 
Old. Olory to the hreese.

wish of that body. In the ev^At ofva tie, the 
Mayor is called upon to cast theMeciding 
opinion. It is the privilege of any member of 
the Council to bring any matter pertaining to 
Municipal affairs before this body at any time. 

However, it has been observed in re- 
cent months that the Mayor has taken upu. 
himself the duties of attempting to regulat 
what matters should be presented and when 
The meetings have been largely composed o 
the opinions of the Mayor and not the gov 
eming body. Motions proposed by individua 
members, who are the ones authorized fo 
their origin, have been frequently cut off b} 
"I do not think that we should pass on tha 
now" or "I do not believe this should be dis 
cussed" or if there be a debatable question, i1 
is frequently cut short with the obvious ex 
pression of opinion of the executive of the 
body as to his desires of what action should 
be laken, which is usually followed by a 
chorus of "Ayes" by the majority of the-Gov- 
eming Board. 

If this is to be the established procedure, 
the formality of holding meetings may as 
well be abandoned and provisions made that 
the Town be run by one man according to "1 
think." 

This method of procedure seems to be more 
totalitarian than a democratic form of Gov- 
ernment under which we are supposed to be 
living and to be governed by the elected rep- 
resentatives of the masses instead of a hand 
picked executive selected by a combined few.

She is a 
hopeless, pointless melting pot of 
mixed races."

HESS 

The whole world was most astounded by 
the announcement of the landing of Adolf 
Hitler's left arm, erstwhile known as Rudolf 
'Hess, in Scotland. He landed via a para- 
chute from a disabled plane without sufficient 
gasoline for a return to the Fatherland. He 
arrived unannounced, unaccompanied and un- 
armed but with all necessary papers of iden- 
tification upon his person with the exception 
of a passport. 

It has been universally known that Herr 
He.ss had been selected by Hitler as his second 
choice to be his successor in the event of his 
death. He has also been in the closest of con- 
fidence with Hitler, his Government and his 
war activities. 

Under the above circumstances it has set 
all individuals thinking why such an un- 
heralded event should take place. 

It is wondered if Hess had been sent as a 
special messenger in effort to negotiate some 
terms of peace or whether there are other 
reasons behind this move. Berlin says that 
he was suffering with hallucinations. Thi.s 
may be so but do6s jiot sound logical under the 
circumstances. It may be that he was sent 
under the guise of suffering with hallucin- 
ations to act as a spy to gather what inform- 
ation that h^ could aljout the British de- 
fense and their preparedness to meet any 
agression that may be started Ijy the Nazis. 
However, it seems more logical to Ijelieve that 
there has lieen a break among the heads of 
the Nazis Government and that Hess in an 
effort to save his life took to thie ix)rt of near- 
est refuge. If this lie so, possil)ly" there is a 
disintegration of the morale and the factions 
of the German people which may lead to an 
Unforeseen end of the war, in spite of all of 
the boasts that havd-been made by Hitler. 

There is an old saying that "thieves fall 
out' and we trust that it is true in this ease. 
which Will lead to an ultimate d« -nfaW of 
such barbarious leaders.

The 
Federal government, through the Miller- 
Tydings Act, has also given its stamp of ap- 
proval to direct and arbitrary price-fixing. 
Now, with prices on the rise, it is time to 
evalue these laws in the light of results. 

Have they benefited the consumers of 
America? The answer is No— all of these 
laws artificially inflate costs. 

Have they benefited? Again, No is the 
answer— producers, especially the farmer, 
are best served by a free competitive sys- 
tem which is continually cutting unneces- 
sary costs, increasing sales, and so expand- 
ing markets. 

Have they benefited workers and property 
owners ? Obviously they have not — instead, 
they have deprived worke^ (if jobs and pro 
perty owners of possible sMes and rents, by 
preventing the growth of the rtail industry. 

All of us pay through the nose when hon- 
est competition is restricted.

There will come a time, too, when 
we as a nation must choose which 
of our two conflicting desires is 
controllingi 

The situation almost certainly 
will come to this: Hitle r cannot 
defeat England, but England, alone, 
cannot destroy Hitler and Nazism. 

According- to two outstanding 
British authorities on military af- 
fairs. Captain R. B. Liddell Hart, 
writing in the London Daily Herald, 
and Captain Stephen King-Hall in 
the London Picture Post, Britain by 
1942 may have 50 divisions of train- 
ed and equipped soldiers; Germany 
has between 200 and 250 divisions 
of trained soldiers. 

Captain King-Hall continues: 

"The notion that any time the 50 
diviMons can invade the continent 
and defeat the 250 seems to m^ to 
be dubious." "

The trouble comes when we ex- 
pect a child to drinl< a fulk quart. 
After all, a quart of milk takes up a 
lot of room and no wonder little 
Susie sometimes balks. 

To be sure many children can 
and should drink more tnilk than 
they do. They can be coaxed into 
doing so by putting a little choco- 
late syrup in the milk, or a dash 
of nutmeg on top, or by mixins in 
a spoonful of molasses or hdftey 
It's the old story of variety and it 
works with children as with grown- 
ups. 

But there are other w^ays also to 
get more milk into a child's diet. 
Cream soups use generous quanti- 
ties. Make pea. asparagus, celery 
or tomato into rich cream soups 
by simply adding milk. Milk may 
also be added to vegetable and 
chicken soup instead of the more 
usual water 

Children enjoy custards and milk 
puddings, too. They like cream 
sauces on vegetables, ice cream, 
cottage cheese spread on biscuits, 
lots of cream on cereals and over 
cooked fruits. The milk in these 
dishes all adds to the day's milk 
total. In cooking, many women pre- 
fer to use evaporated milk because 
it gives all the good milk Bolids 
without the bulk of fresh milk. 
Also, it is less expensive.

Q. Can I use open sheathing for 
a wood-shingle roof? What size 
shmild a»e sheathing strips be and 
how ahould their spacing be deter- 
mined? 

A. Ofea sheathing, or shingle 
lath, as a aaifing base for wood 
«hingl«i has been satisfactorily 
used for a great many years. The 
wood strips may be one T»y three, 
one by four, or one by six inches, 
spaced the same as the shingle 
exp<^ure. In areas having consid- 
erable moisture, the use of open 
sheathing is generally recom- 
men^d so that shingles will dry 
out readily. In regions subject to 
dry drifting snow or intense cold, 
tight sheathing and in some cases 
tight sheathing and felt should be 
used for its additional protection 
and insulating valutf. 

Q. In reference to the floor line, 
where is the most effective location 
[for cold-air-return grills of a 
[warm-air heating system? 

A. Cold-air-return grills should 
be placed in sidewalls as near as 
possible to the floor ilne. Locating 
these grills in the floor or one the 
sidewall well above the floor line 
decreases their effectiveness. 

Q. What widths are considered 
minimum for stairways? How 
much headroom should be provid- 
ed? 

A. Main stairways should have 
a width of at least two feet nine 
inchtes clear between handrails or 
handrail and wall. Basement or 
service stairs should be not less 
than two feet six inches wide. Con- 
tinuous clear headroom should be 
at least six feet eight inches for 
main stairs, six feet two inches for 
service stairs, measured vertically 
from the front edge of the tread to 
a line parallel to the stair run.

The earliest 
conception * a s 
that of a union of 
colonies for 
common benefit.

Their 
problems of gov- 
ernment were 
simple and their 
conceptions of 

community life were much alike. 
As the country expanded and 
people migrated westward, some- 
thing happened to them. The land 
got into their blood. From their 
point of view, people who mi- 
grated found the United States to 
be a very different place, consider- 
ing it as a whole, than the common 
view of their relatives and friends 
they left behind— satisfied that all 
that was worth while in the 
United States was east of the Alle- 
gheny mountains. To those on the 
seaboard a man who migrated to 
the Western Reserve, which to 
many means northern Ohio, was 
considered a westerner. The more 
daring of the Piedmont region 
ventured into the wilderness, 
which is now Alabama. Such pio- 
neering built great people, mplded 
by the land. , 

By 1830 "The Grand Prairie" 
was settled. It was "way out west" 
in what is now western Indiana 
and southern Illinois. Today we 
know that geographically "The 
Grand Prairie" is just a good start 
toward a jaunt to the. west coast 
of the United States. t 

The drama of pioneering re- 
occurred time after time, as the 
wave of population and settlement 
slowly blanketed the land like an 
irresistible force pushing its way 
slowly but with determination 
from the eastern seaboard to the 
west coast of the United States. 
The pattern v^s always the same. 
One-room. log huts with greased 
paper windows. These were ac- 
companied by simple clothes and 
simple food.

Thln|E back 
over the major conflicts of history 
and you'll realize the ti^lth of that 
When Drake's fleet destrojted the 
Spanish Armada, he eliminated 
one of the greatest threats to 
Snglish security and safety. When 
Kelson broke the back of Frenth 
aea power at Trafalgar, he assur- 
ed Napoleon's ultimate defeat. 
Japan, under the brilliant Admi- 
ral Togo, made herself a world 
power to be reckoned with when 
her fleet routed the Russian navy 
■t Port Arthur. And in World 
War Number 1, it was the British 
fleet, under Jellicoe, which forced 
the German navy to bottle itself 
up in Wt after the battle of Jut- 
land, aim so made it possible to 
tighten the blockade which prov- 
ed to be one of the decisive fac- 
tors in that sanguinary conflict. 
Sea power has always mnde 
world history — and it is for that 
reason that a number of military 
authorities tend to the belief that 
Germany's great successes on 
land, important as they are, can- 
not win the war for her no matter 
liow far they may be carried.

A heart rendering catastrophe occurred at 
Virginia Beach on Monday in the accidental 
death of Robert Tracy which should be a 
warning to all operators of motor vehicles in 
this vicinity as to the degree of care required 
in the operation of the vehicle. We are not 
Informed as to the facts and circumstances 
of this accident and therefore, are n|)t in a 

E>8ition to attribute the blame to anyone, 
owever, we do know that there are opera- 
tors of certain motor. vehicles in Virginia 
Beach who drive with a reckless disregard 
for the safety of pedestrians and other mo- 
tor vehicles. It is noted that they operate 
at excessive rate of speed, cut traffic, pass 
buses discharging passengers without con- 
sideration to the possibilities that pedestrians 
may be crossing at that time. In making 
this statement we are not criticismjg the pol- 
ice department in not wholly e/iforcing the 
traffic laws but definite steps sHould be made 
in an effort to educate the driving public to 
take greater precautions for the safety of 
others as well as themselves. 

This week there is a campaign being put 
on throughout the country in an effort to 
educate this driving public for greater safe- 
ty in the operation of motor vehicles, known 
as "Safety Week". 

This campaign may be of substantial bene- 
fit by its influence on the operator of motor 
Vehicles but it will not alqnfe materially de- 
crease the number of fatalities as a result of 
the operation of motor vehicles. The pri- 
mary part in the educational program should 
be conducted within the home. All children 
should be taught from the earliest age the 
necessary precautions againstl];a|lf ic dangers 
and the adults who are awafeof the same 
'Ibould themselves practice'^hese principles 
of safety. Only in this way can there be pro- 
gress made in the reduction of the toll taken 
annually as a result of automobile^ccidents. 
A child is of a carefllree mind but if the parent 
instills into the fertile brain precautionary 
m^isurea by using due precautions them- 
selves it undoubtedly would be a great bene- 
fit.

Bdnc Settled 

Bluefish, which disappeared 
mysteriously from Virginia waters 
several years ago, are being caught 
with seines In "fairly large quanti- 
ties" In deep water off Messlck, 
accordlnflr to L. M. Callis, Inspec- 
tor for Commission of Fisheries. 
The price of bluefish is reported 
to be about 10 cents per pound, 
a figure substantially below the 
average prSct when the bluefish 
were caught in large numbers. 

Just what caused the disappear- 
ance of the Muefish is still a mat- 
ter for conjecture among fisher- 
men in the Bay area, some of them 
pointing to a decline in the num- 
ber o*f Menhaden which are fed 
upon by the voracious bluefish. 
With their main supply of food 
seriously ciu-talled, they say, the 
bluefish "Just naturally left." 

Other explanations attribute the 
decline to "overfishing", and to the 
possibility of laxger fish coming 
into the area and driving out the 
bluefish, which became scarce 
from Maine to Florida. 

Whatever the cause of the 
dwindling supply of the once com- 
paratively plentiful fish, fishermen 
are glad to see the return of the 
prized blues and sportsmen figure 
that if the fish decide to remain 
in the. Bay area they will be sur- 
face-f^ing within th& next two 

weeks; " ^ ^ •

Virginia Fisheries Laboratory 

With the repaid advance in the 
growing season the Virginia Fish- 
eries Laboratory has sterted its 
field investigations, and the sum- 
mer teaching program of aquatic 
biology and conservation has been 
announced. The "Agnes Hope" 
recently returned from an extend- 
ed cruise to Jhe Rappahannock 
River, Tangier Island and the Bay 
side of the eastern shore. The ex- 
tent of the mussel beds,, their size 
and habits of growth were studied. 
Various localities in the northern 
waters cf the Bay were surveyed 
for the purpose of determining 
those areas most favorable for the 
recovery of the eelgrass that was 
practically wiped out about eight 
yetrs ago. That normal quantities 
have returned to many of the less 
saline brackish water areas of the 
bay. Is now definitely established. 
Current field experiments being 
conducted by the Laboratory are 
designed to tell how fast the rate 
of recovery is, also the*best traces 
for recovery and the growth and 
permanence of the repopulated 
beds. 

On an experimental scale, eel- 
grass has beoi transplanted from 
Harbortown, on the Bay side of the 
eastern shore, to Willis Wharf oin 
the sea side, where eelgrass once 
so abundant is no longer present. 
Laboratory cultures have been set 
up at Yorktown and Williams- 
burg and during the summer, 
chese cultures will be used In de- 
termining the extent of infection 
by the protozoan parasite gener- 
ally considered responsible for the 
disappearance cf this economic- 
ally important, grtjss-like marine 
seed plant.

Because loans en an uncontrolled 
surplus would involve too much) 
risk, they are prohibited by law 
when a wheat auurketlng quota is 
voted dgsRi- All wheat farmers 
have ISmefitted fnm the loan pro- 
gram because of its support to the 
market, whether or not they ob- 
tained an individual loan. 

If the quota is approved, farm- 
ers will be aUe to sell without 
penalty all wheat they raise on 
^heQ* acreage allotments. The 
farmer who has seeded within his 
acreage altotment can sell his 
wheat just as he always has. He 
is also eligible for a Government 
loan en all his wheat. 

The farmer who overplants his 
allotment may store the wheat 
produced In excess of his allot- 
ment. If he sells or uses it a pen- 
alty will be collected. If he stores 
it, he can get a loan on the excess, 
but at a lower rate than that avail- 
able to^4he cooperator. If quotas 
are voted down, growers will not 
have the protection if the loan.

that they result in a satisfactory 
shelter. Federal Housing Admin- 
istration officials say that the ne- 
ces.sity of well-balanced design is 
especially important in the small 
house of low cost, where a maxi- 
mum amount of usable space, with 
as much comfort, convenience, and 
privacy as possible, must be ob- 
tained for a minimum amount of 
money. 

In a soundly constructed house 
the foundations, floors, roof, walls, 
and ceilings must meet the test of 
time and wear. 

But, as a rule, the average home 
builder does not have the technical 
-knowledge necessary to check on 
structural details. For example, 
the methods used in constructing 
the frame of a house connot be 
easily understood by the layman. 
The additional difficulty here is that 
the framing is soon covered, and 
only by peeking around poists and 
sills and in the basement and under 
eaves and floors in the attic can a 
householder get any ide^ of how 
well the work was done. 

A family building its home under 
the FHA-insured mortgage plan 
rests* assured that their home will 
be well constructed, for during the 
course of construction of the home 
a number of compliance examina- 
tions are made by FHA representa- 
tives to ascertain if the methods 
and materials' used in the building 
of the home conform to the original

Half slave and half free. For a 
century there was Turkey guilty 
of the most hideout programs a- 
gainst social and religious minori- 
ties, a record so black that it be- 
came known as "The Unspeakable 
Turk." Yet under' the wise re- 
straint of great Presidents we 
never considered it our duty to 
make the Turkish Empire be good 

And while Fuzzy Wuzzy was b^- 
ing liquidated by Kitchener of 
Khartoum, we again didn't as- 
sume to tell the British Empire 
how, to behave. 

From 1776 to 1917 we decided to 
mind our business and had some 
small measitfe of success. Since 
then we have not done so well. 

Half slave and half free. Not 
Americans alone. There is brave 
little Switzerland. Long before 
Jefferson and Washington, before 
Columbus, even, the Swiss decid- 
ed to try to be free in a slave 
world. For six hundred years their 
big little Republic has survived, 
an Island of liberty in a sea of 
despotic power. 

And not only Switzerland.- Rob- 
ert Emmett of Ireland, Robert 
Bruce of Scotland, Lafayette in 
France, Garibaldi in Itkly, Boli- 
var in Brazil, Tolstoy in Russia, 
Carl Schurz in Germany, Touis- 
sant L'Overture in Haiii, GHandi, 
in India, and before them the 
Free Cities of the mediaeval 
world, and the Brave Days of Old! 
— none of them swallowed the 
slogan that you can't live half 
slave and pa.lt free. Some succed- 
ed and some failed. But even 
those whose 'dreams went down 
to dust, even of them we recall 
that profound saying of Guizot, 
"The struggle itself supplied in 
some measure the place of liber- 
ty." 

If this were a war of ideolo- 
gies, a struggle between "the de- 
mocracies and the dictators," then 
why is it that the only ambassa- 
dor we now have in an Important 
European Capitol is our embas- 
sador to Russia? Is Russia free? 
Or is it a slave land more hor- 
rlable than when Tolstoy lived? 
If Tolstoy were living now would 
Stalin let him live? 

Let's cut out the humbug and 
ask one question only: What's 
best for Americans? The choice, 
I submit, is not between systems 
of government. It is between con. 

tinental Americanism and world- 
wide imperialism.

during the expectant period," 
states Efr. I. 0. Riggin, State 
Health Commissioner. 

"With the effective means at 
hand to decrease this needless sa- 
crifice it is tragic that negligence 
or dia-egard of available medical 
service can work such havcc. 
Nevertheless, many of the situa- 
tions involved cannot be explained 
on any other groimds. 

"The problem is complicated 
from a public health point of vifw 
because fatalities of this ktod do 
not occur in mass or conspicuously 
Obituary notices seldom todcate 
the cause of death. Intimates and 
a few acquatotances know the 
real facts. This comparatively 
small group, plus the physician 
signing the death certificate, the 
undertaker, and the Health De- 
partment comprise about the sum 
total of those to%hom the facts 
are known. 

"It is safe to say that were a 
new disease suddenly to victimize 
this country to a point even re- 
motely approaching mEternal mor' 
tality, there would be a spontane- 
ous hue and cry, as well as de 
mands from many quarters that 
something, if possible, be done a- 
Ijout it. The 'silent death', as ma- 
ternal death so aptly has been 
called, unfortunately develops no 
such reaction. 

"The calm which surrounds this 
misfortune is only exceeded by its 
gravity. The medical profession, 
public health officials, and inter- 
ested lay organizations forever are 
spreading certato basic facts and 
urging the cooperation of parents 
to-be. This cooperation is vital if 
the present picture is to be chang. 
ed. 

"The family physician, eager to 
render assistance, must be con- 
sulted by the prospective mother 
immediately upon the realization 
of her condition. To follow his td- 
vice regarding the blood test and 
other periodic examinations, and 
his advice regarding care in gen* 
eral. Is to set up a real barrier a- 
gainst those conditions that not 
only affect the mother but the ex- 
pected offspring adversely.

Ameri- 
can naval officials think relative- 
ly little of the Japanese njAry, and 
are certato we would"Tiave little 
trouble to defendtog ourselves 
from Hawaii to the mainland. 

A number of authorities feel 
that Hitler would have taken a 
far tougher line with us long ago 
had it not been for the American 
Navy— that he wants to avoid 
actual war with us because he 
fears that the unlimited partici- 
pation of our fleet would turn the 
scales agatost him. It is certatoly 
true tl^t his blockade of England 
w6uld be made Immeasurably 
more difficult if our destroyers 
and cruisers were used for convoy 
work. Our entry IntO) the war 
would more than double the sea 
power which the Axis must face. 

There are reports that Hitler j 
may shortly take over what Is left 
of the French navy— Admiral 
Darlan, Number 2 man at Vichy, j 
is notoriously pro-German and 
has a deep hatred of England and 
everything English.

May, 1940, was an important 
Month In the history of the mo- 
dem wwld. Early in that month 
the German bUtskrleg was turned 
loose in full fury cm the Low 
Countries. An army and air force 
which had been the principal topic 
of conversation in European chan- 
cellories for years, but which had 
never been tested, came into ac- 
tion at last. The much-vaunted 
defenses of Belgium and Holland 
crumpled like so much paper be- 
fore ^e greatest war machine the 
world had ever known. The war 
was on in earnest, and Hitler's 
Third Reich was away to a com- 
manding lead. 

May 16, 1940, was a tremend- 
ously important day in the his- 
tory of this country. President 
Roosevelt, speaking to the Con- 
gress, called for an arms produc- 
tion program which would make 
American def'^'^'ses invulnerable, 
and our security absolute. He then 
asked that slightly more than $1,- 
000,000,000 be appropriated as a 
starter.

VANDALISM 



It has, been customary for years to re- 
Mgnize the last week end in May as a de- 
Seated time of officially opening the sea- 
son at Virginia Beach. This year, however, 
due to unusual circumstances many things 
have taken a full sway before this date. In 
■pite of this fact the official opening gives 
every promise of being an unusually gala 
affair. It so happens that on this week end 
Memorial Day falls on today and many busi- 
ness establishments are declaring a two day 
holiday. This in conjuction with most sea- 
twnable summer weather should bring forth 
an unusually large crowd. Already there 
have been many early \^sitors to the Beach 
and in fact niany hotels and business enter- 
prises have enjoyed an exceptionally good 
winter business. This, of course, has been 
largely attributable to the vast amount of 
Government activities within the commun- 
ity. 

During the past year there has been ex- 
tensive improvements within the town. 
Both in the construction of new hotels, ad- 
ditional amusements and municipal develop- 
ments. This with the constant growing ac- 
tivities of the Federal Government which 
undoubtedly will bring many visitors to the 
resort should make this season a banner one 
for Virginia Beach. It is, therefore, im- 
perative that all the citizens of the commun- 
ity cooperate for their mutual benefit to 
create the best impression upon those who 
visit the resort and in that manner present 
the most vulnerable form of advertisement. 



At the cost of some $300.00 the Figure- 
head of the Dictator which carries a history 
was restored to its original condition and up- 
on it was placed a bronze plate, giving a 
meger history as^ to what it represented.

UNNECESSARY DELAYS 



Repeatedly the News ha.s called attention 
that the State Highway Department has de- 
layed making repairs and improvements on 
the hiifhways leading into Virginia Beach 
until its busy season has begun and thereby 
causing much conjection as well as hazard.'-- 
on these lanes of entrance. This year ther« 
are unusual conditions existing due to the 
defense program and the greatly increased 
traffic in supplying the necessary materials 
to the tVfo localcamps. 

As previously stated the Federal Govern- 
Snent advised the State Highway Department 
that it would be necessary to close the road 
through Fort Story but no action was taken 
by the State to provide additional facilities 
until it will be almost too late to be of value 
to the on coming season which is expected 
to be an extraordinary one. Likewise the 
High\^ay Department has delayed unneces- 
sarily in making preparations for the detour 
around the proposed construction of the over 
pass at the Virginian Railroad\hich at best 
will create further traffic conjections. 

Now we are advised that the State Con- 
servation Commission has had before it 
proposals for their approval made by the 
Mosquito Control Commission for .several 
months but no action has been taken. This 
likewise has delayed matters to such an ex- 
tent that no effective work can be done to- 
wards the prevention of the breeding of the 
mosquitoes within the Seashore State Park 
Reservation and virtually creates a condi- 
tioft which makes the work done by the Mos- 
quito Control Board without the bounds of 
the park inaffective. 

It seems that Virginia Beach and Princess 
Anne County are orphans as far as the Sta- 
te Government is concerned. The Commun- 
ity has in reality never had any Senatorial 
representation in the State Senate as it has 
b^n tied in with a community whose inter- 
ests are wholly foreign to those locally and 
upon this when there is a possibility of vast 
hnprovei^ents and great progress the State 
Departments are continuously standing 
in the wa,y by their unwarranted delays in 
giving necessary approvals and authoriza- 
tions to begin work on these improvements 
until such time that they prove to be a de- 
triment to the short seasonal business of the 
community. It is high time that our muni- 
cqnl Governments and the voters of the 
oommunity combine and demand greater con- 
oderatiqns from the State Departmental 
tatds. E^h individual and business enter- 
^prise prepare early in the Spring for the 
ifpmixis of the season and there is no rea- 
son why like cooperation could not be given 
hy the State Department in nuking like 
Ipr^parations and certainly not delaying the 
iifeits of the local community. 



•MONUMENTAL" WASTE 



Secretary of Treasury Morgenthau has 
urged a billion dollar cut in non-defense ex- 
penditures in the interests of fiscal well-be- 
ing and national defense. Meanwhile, some 
members of Congress aren't exactly joining 
in a duet with Mr. Morgenthau on the sub- 
ject. 

A whole host of new bills for pet projects 
have been presented for Congressional con- 
sideration. Bills for monuments and mem- 
orials alone total over six miUiQn dollars. 
These would honor many local figures in our 
national history, 'way down to Coronado, 
Spanish explorer, and Leif Ericson, who — 
maybe — first discovered America. 

Other measures aimed at increasing sal- 
aries and handling cut special benefits and 
easements bring the pet [u-oject spending 
figure to a much higher level. There is even 
a saiggested appropriation of $50,000 for 
printing a. book dn horse and cattle diseases. 
That volume could go on the shelves of the 
live libraries which would be built in various 
cities in order to house government publica- 
tions — cost of these libraries being a modest 
t;50,000,000 ! 

"The expenditure is practically nothing,", 
said one representative in seeking authoriza- 
tion for an "historical frieze" at a cost of 
!p20,000 — twice a Congressman's salary. 

It is against this attitude that advocates 
of economy must contend. Perhans they 
mitht dramat ..e t.;e i. .,.;c hy Ueaiin,,' tile 
spenders at th.r ov.n ga:iio and alvancing 
a bill for a small appropriation for just one 
more monumeiit— an "historical frieze" to 
waste in the non-defense activities of gov- 
ernment ! 



THE FOOLISH WISE SHOEMAKER 



In the days when lotteries were in flower, 
a poor shoema .er drew a prize of $10,000. 
With the exception of small change he had 
never had any money before. In celebra- 
tion of his good luck, he p it all of his shoe- 
makers tools in a bag, tied the bag and threw 
t in the river. He w^ through with work, 
he was going out to lead a high life and en- 
joy, himself. 

In about three years, one evening between 
sundown and dark, a farmer observed a 
man gouging in the river with a long pole. 
As he came near he recognized this man as 
the shoemaker who had left the community 
three years , before. The shoemaker told 
him the story of his rise and fall. He had 
spent everything in the high life, and was 
left without money and without friend. He 
fishing for the bag containing his tools 
that he might start over again and find his 
life in the only way real life can he found, 
by hard honest toil. 

The chief trouble witlj the country today, 
it is believed, is that millions of people are 
under a hallucination that they have drawn 
a rich prize in government aid and govern- 
ment support that has eliminated the neces- 
sity of hard work and strict economy, and put 
them on the easy road. The one thing we 
need for real preparedness today is an in- 
fluence that will disillusion this stupid crowd 
and lead the millions that compose it to fol- 
low the example of the foolish wise shoe- 
maker.

The world 
at large was both baffled and 
suspicious. 

DARKNES6 AT NOON seeks to 
anal^ one particular case. It 
prob^ into the maze of psych^o- 
gical processes which — under the 
spell of subtle third-degree de 
vices — brought the victim to a 
state of mind in which he appar 
ently was convinced that he was 
an enemy of the state, and thus 
of the people. The fictional char- 
acter Rubashov is depicted as a 
former Communist leader of con 
slderable Importance., a former 
friend of Russia's , black-moust- 
ached "No. 1". We see him first 
as an outcast of the regime. Ar-, 
rested as the book opens, he suf- 
fers in solitary confinement, en- 
dures three terrible sessions of 
cross-examination, and finally is 
led to trial. 

Koestler draws a masterly pic 
ture of the relentless compulsion 
used hy the Communist ftiquisi 
tors upon their prisoners: A 
form of tdrture in which the phy- 
sical is secondary (at least in 
Rubashov's case) to the psycholo- 
gical; and in which the soulless 
logic of historical materialism is 
exerted as a weapon against a 
man who believes in it, and who 
thus grants that the will of even 
an honest man Is traitorous if it 
controverts the purposes of his 
tory. Rubashov is above all an 
honest man. Bit by bit he is fore 
ed to admit to himself that if the 
Party represents the Will of His- 
tory, and the Will of History re- 
presents the Rights of the People 
and he himself is a dissenter from 
the Party, then — undeniably — he 
is an Enemy of the People. This 
merciless conclusion is indeed im- 
plicit in the intellectual fabrica- 
tion of dialectical Communism 
Rubashov had lived by it. In his 
days of former greatness he had 
condemned others by it. Now it 
was he who was the outcast. The 
last service he could do the Party 
then, was to admit his guilt in 
public and die like a stoic. In any 
ca.se. would he not fce "liquidat- 
ed"? 

That is merely an outline of 
the thought of the book. There 
are liardly words to describe the 
horror and desolation of some of 
the prison scenes the unutterable 
loneliness of Rubashov and the 
other prisoners in their suffering 
tlie sense of evil gloom which 
floods the pages. Tlie character 
drawing is as masterly as the nai- 
rative power,. and sometimes sug 
gests comparison with the great 
Dostoievsky. That is true also of 
the conver; aticns between Rub 
ashov and his inquistitors — IvanoV 
and tiie sinister Gletkin. 

DARKEN AT NOON is not pri, 
marily a political tract. First of 
all it is a work of art. Neverthe- 
less, it shows a Russia whose Re- 
volution is at half-mast, whose 
erswhile ideals have been d^ert- 
ed, and whose leaders are almost

PRICE PATTERN— Thus far 
commodity prices are following 
much the same upward course 
they took in World War I, despite 
much effort at price control. On 
the basis of the Department of 
Labor's' wholesale price index, 
covering just about everyUilng. 
commodities as a group have 
climbed 12 per cent during the 
flrst 30 mnntha of this war, a- 
gainst a rise of 16 per cent for 
the slmiliar period of 1914- 1«. 
Itow materials costs are up 18 
per cent, against a rise of only 11 
per cent at this stage of the 
"other" war. Prices of farm com- 
moditiest* textiles. hide-leather 
products, foods and house furnish- 
ings goods have shown sharper 
gains. On the other hand, prices 
of manufactured artieles have 
qioved up 9.6 pet; cent, against 14 
per cent in 1916. And in metals 
and chemicals the picture is vast- 
ly better. Due, largely to govern- 
ment Regulation, metals and 
metal products have risen only 
five per cent in 20 months, where- 
as in World War 1 they balloon- 
ed by 34. The U. S. chemical in- 
dustry was in the "infant" stage 
in 1914, and we were much de- 
pendent en imports. Thus chem- 
ical and drug prices skyrocketed 
125 per cent then, have been 
held to a mere H per cent rise 
thus far in the present hostilities. 

Vitamins An Natnrelle— Last 
year we Americans spent over 
$100,000,000 for vitamin capsules; 
this year the figure will probably 
be even higher. Nevertheless, the 
Department of Agriculture says 
that at least every third one of 
us lives below the dietary safety 
line. Poverty alone can't be blam- 
ed, it says, for surprisingly large 
numbers of middle and upper 
income bracket folk don't get 
enough vitamins — they may be 
"full", but still they're not really 
fed. Which is one reason for the 
government's food-defense pro- 
gram, designed to tell everyone 
just how vital vitamins are. First 
nation-wide participation by pri- 
vate business is the campaign 
launched by the A. & P., the 
country's largest food distributor, 
to boost consumptions of fresh 
fruits and vegetables, where you 
"get your vitamins naturally." 
With commercial production of 
perishables hitting 1,500,000 car-

hy Chairman Cari H. Noltlng of 
Ctame and Inland Fisheries after 
an inspection trip to the area 
last week. The pleatau makes up 
about one-fourth of the area of 
the 38,000-acre refuge, and is cov- 
ered with a dense growth of scrub 
oak which bears a plentiful sup- 
ply of acorns each year, but which 
Is so thick that deer cannot get 
through it. The foresters are now 
building a fire road along the top 
ef Bald Mountain, and the open- 
ings resulting will enable game 
animals to get to the natural feed 
that is present. 

"If the road-building eqipment 
can be used to clear out a num- 
ber of travel lanes leading off from 
the new road, the potentialities of 
the area for supporting bame will 
be greatly increased," Nolting 
said. '47ot only will deer and oth- 
er will animals be able to move 
Into areas where oak mast Is plen- 
tiful, but also the openings will 
promote the growth of legumes 
and other food plants valuable to 
rutfed grouse, turkeys, and even 
quail." 

Scientists visiting the Big Levels 
refuge have frequently commented 
on the peci^liarity of the situation 
where plentiful food Is present but 
where growth is so thick that the 
food is not available to wild ani- 
mals. The refuge, which is ad- 
tjministered by the \j. 8. Forest 
■ Service, serves as an experimental 
laboratory where game manage- 
ment practices are tested and later 
applied on the National Foresji 
Cooperative Wildlife Management 
*area. Jointly managed by the 
Game Commission and the Forest 
Service.

These two Lily CommltteeiMf 
which have been ftinctlonlng «e- ^ 
tively since the spring of ItSf 
are the picmeer amateur organi- 
zations formed for the purpose oi 
studsrlng llliums; the Oarden Club 
of Virginia being first in the field, 
and followed in about three 
months by the American Horti- 
cultural Society, under the leader- 
ship of Mr. B. Y. Morrison, the 
then President of the Society, and 
one of the foremost American 
horticulturalists. Among his 
many interests. Mr. Morrison is 
Imown internationally as a fam. 
ous grower and breeder of daffo- 
dils. As Senior Horticuluralist of 
the Bureau of Plant Introduction. 
Department of Agriculture, his in- 
terest in, and wide knowledge of 
rare and new plants inspired him 
to devote special attention to the 
Lily family, (for so long neglect, 
ed) which resulted in his forming 
the Lily Committee. 

The affiliating of the Virginia 
Lily Committee with that of the 
A. H. S. has had most happy re- 
sult. The American Horticultur- 
al Society, with its membership 
composed largely of noted scien- 
tists as well as amateurs, has been 
the leading influence in the poli- 
cies of the Garden Club. The lat- 
ter has had for its object, first: 
the introduction into amateur's 
gardens of all varieties of llliums; 
second, the intensive study of 
species and varieties: third cul- 
tural practices, and last, the de- 
velopment of an annual Lily Show 
that will spread the knowledge 
of lilies and their flower compan- 
ionship for the Middle South, to 
all gardeners. The active co-op- 
eration between the two commit- 
tees has resulted, in the matter of 
the Show, In a production of great 
beauty and interest, and well 
worth the trouble of attending. 

It is feit that nothing could be 
more fitting than for the Lily 
Committee of the Garden Club 
of Virginia to devote the net pro- 
ceeds of the Lily Btoaw this year 
to British War Relief, since the 
life and development of the entire 
work have had their original in- 
spiration from England. It was 
the influence of the lily Coounlt- 
tee of the Royse Horticultural Gk)- 
ciety that the idea of a state stll- 
dy of lilies was first develo^fUM.

cups of milk a day. T^ere are 
lots of ways this milk can be used 
besides <lrinking — puddings, cocoa, 
soups, and custards. If your child 
is under two years of age he needs 
one tablespoon of co<| liver oil 
every day. especially in the win- 
ter. This makes good, straight 
bones and strong teeth. Besides 
this he needs the same foods his 
parents should be eating — green 
leafy vegetables, fruits including 
citrus fruits or tomatoes, one egg 
a day, and whole grain cereals 
and breads. In many towns en- 
riched bread and flour have been 
put on the market, which is much 
better than plain white flour and 
bread, but ar&^till not as good as 
whole grain flours and breads. 

Everybody knows that candy 
and sweets eaten in large quantiti- 
es are not good for any of us. Nut- 
ritionists think they are especial- 
ly bad for children for they make 
the teeth decay, and more than 
that, fill the child up so he doesn't 
want the regular- health-giving 
foods. If the child must have 
candy, nutritionists advice giv- 
ing him a small piece after his 
meal. 

About the most nerve-wrecking 
thing is a child who won't eat. 
The experts say that a child who 
doesn't have an appetite may not 
have one because he doesn't get 
the right foods and the right vita- 
mins. This child should get mus- 
cle meats once a day and whole 
grain cereals entirely, and if this 
won't work he should receive 
wheat germ. Wheat germ can be 
gotten at most any mill for five 
or six cents a pound. It tastes 
good when cooked Just like any 
other breakfast cereal and is very 
good not only for a child with a 
poor appetite but for everyone.

cirteher. 

2. Where ceilings are hi^, there 
^oqM be two doors on cupboardA. 
1^ um>er one should be a snail 
door which opens mi shelves for 
sttmng articles seldom used. A 
Icmg door is hanter to open and is 
a strain on hinges and latches. 

3. Wood or metal panels are 
oftoi preferable to glass in kitchen 
cupboards. 

4. Where swinging doors do not 
conveniently fit into a space, slid- 
ing doors may be used. 

5. Cupboard shelves shoald be 
placed 16 to 18 inches above the 
work table in the combination cup- 
board andwork -table unit. This 
gives room to use the table beneath 
and is high oiough to prevent one's 
head from bumping against the 
edge^of the doors. 

6. Cupboard shelves should not 
be too wide. Their use should be 
so planned that but one row of 
articles can be stored on them, thus 
preventing unnecessary reaching

Is it 
enough? 

If by shooting the works on a 
single toss of the dice she forces 
Britain to quit this spring or sum- 
mer, that question will never be 
answered. No doubt she has 
enough: for a supreme effort, 
tHit the risk of losing her offen- 
sive and then fighting on the de- 
fensive with short rations for her 
machines is an enormous gamble. 
If, however, Britain holds her 
lines dmkag IMl, all available 
evidence indicates that G«many 
cannot obtain enough gas and fuel 
oil frcMDa all 8<Nirces to carry on a 
full-sized war. But o nthe other 
hand, her sulnnarine counter- 
blockade may cut Britain off from 
her overseas sources of supply. 
In short, if Germany does not win 
in six mcmths it seems likely that 
neither side can win except a war 
of exhaustion, himger, and terms 
that will wreck victors and vic- 
tims alike. 

As long as the sea lanes are 
open to the United States, Venez- 
uela, and Trinidad, Britain has ac- 
cess to two-tllrds of the petroleum 
world total. \uai a new factor 
comes into the picture — 100 oc- 
tane gas. Here Britain has an 
enormous potential advantage. A 
plane with lOOoctane gas can fly 
at, lea^t one-fifth, faster, carry a 
load of bombs one-fifth heavier, 
and climb 25% faster than the 
same plane using 85 octane gas. 
Eqipment equal, the high octane 
fuel carries " victory. And as a- 
galnst 70 or 80 octane gas, the 
margin of advaotage Increases. 
We can produce 110 or 125 oc- 
tane gas frboL our enormous raw 
material supply. Petroleum en- 
gineers tell me there Is only so 
much of the hiaklngs of high oc- 
tane gas in^ barrel of crude. 
There is no presently known 
cracking process by which you can 
extract more than there is. Con. 
sequently, the belligerent with 
access to limitless raw crude can 
overcome, with high octane gas, 
advantages its adversary may have 
in better engine and^lane design, 
aircraft artillery, or the training 
'and experience of the flyers. Al- 
ready, plane for plane, British 
superiority is becoming manifest.

"Amraig the disease affUettng 
human beings perhaps nraie taan 
airiJy has hten adted "A wolf In 
sheep's clothing* tlian cancer. Ttw 
early sti«es of thto dsease. wlfilt 
the exceptiim oi b(»e ecnditioas, 
are painlns and aiH>u«ntly un- 
important. It is this mailt dT trl- 
vialty that postpc^^ the vlcttan's 
visit to the physician's office until 
annoying pain has asserted itself, 
at which stage of the illness the 
treatment that would have \>ttn 
effective in the pre-canrarous or 
early cancermxs stages often is 
of little value. More than one- 
third of the cancer deaths annual- 
ly occtOTbig in the United States 
could be avohted were the family 
physician given a praptu chance 
to diagnose and treat supposedly 
insignificant ^rmptoms," states 
Dr. I. C. Riggin, State Health 
Commlssicmer. 

"While cancer can and does oc- 
<cur at all stages of human life, 
its biggest toll is taken from the 
late middle-age group. Today 
more persons are Hying to that 
period than ever before, which Is 
one of the reasons for the increas- 
ing deaths attributed to this 
cause. 

"The effective educational work, 
which is emphasized annually at 
this season by the American Sd- 
ciety for the Control of Cancer 
and by its affiliated Virginia 
Cancer Foundation, is of great , 
value. The Information froriP^ll 
other authentic sources also has 
been responsible for making can- 
cer less destructive than it other- 
wise would be. 

"However, the fact remains that 
adults, responding more humanly 
than wisely to symptoms that 
justify the suspicion of cancer's 
presence, are victimized by this 
disease far beyond necessity. 

"Common forms of cancer which 
can be treated successfully include 

mouth, 
breast, pelvic organs, and the 
stomach. Sores on the mucous ' 
membrances of the tongue, checl^ 
gums, lips, palate or floor of the 
mouth, if persisting and progres- 
sing, should be suspected. Can- 
cers of the breast begin as small 
painless lumps. AH such lumps 
call for professional examination 
upon discovery. Capcers of the 
pelvic organs in women and lower 
Intestinal tract in men usually axp 
associated with bleeding. Abnor- 
mal bleeding from openings, espe- 
cially after middle-age, calls for 
prompt examination by a physi- 
cian. Chronic Indigestion can be 
an Indication of a procancerous 
condition of the stomach. A de- . 
lay In diagnosis when this symp- 
tom Is present also Is dangerous. 
Any of these symptoms actually 
may be as unimportant as it ap- 
pears to .be. In many cases, such 
is the fact. However, to rely oa 
this assumption is to run a grave 
risk, a risk which causes at least 
40,000 needlessly premature deaths 
each year."

(continued tnan page one) 1 
little more than cme year old. It 
was a dri\« which began in an at- 
mosphere of intense enthusiasm, 
tremendous confidence. It was a 
drive which aliortly after boraed 
down to the point where many 
almost succumbed to "hopeless des- 
pair. It was a drive which then 
picked up, as industry managed 
to gear itself to war {tfoductkm 
after decades of peace. What are 
its fruits today? 

Judged by World War I stand- 
ards, we are doing well. We have 
spent or committed mirselves to i 
(Spend $50,000,000,000— our entire i 
expense in the previous 
war was $22,000,000,000. We are 
producing far more planes, tanks 
and field pieces than we produced 
then. Our training program for 
men has gone ahead much fast- 
er. But — and this is an important 
but indeed — the world has learn- 
ed that World War n is a very 
different matter than World. War 
I. Hitler has changed the rules 
and the standards. 

Judged by what the best experts 
think we should be doing, we are 
moving far too slowly, too inef- 
ficiently, too wastefully. Prime 
need is for aircraft, which is giv- | 
en priority by government over all 
other 'arms. Yet the fact is that 
every official estimate of what we 
would produce has had to be re- 
vised downward. Only recently 
was it recognized that we had not 
planned for nearly enough big 
bombers, and an attempt is being 
made now to remedy that lack. 
At the same time, it is also true 
that plane production has doubled 
since November. 

We are woefully short on ordin- 
ance, and it is taking much time 
to effect progress. The army has 
been criticized in this respect for 
lacking ptinch, for being with red 
tape, etc. In reply, the army an- 
swers that during the 20's and 
30's it was given an average of 
only $12,000,000 a year to spend 
for ordnance. Whatever the 
cause, wherever the fault may lie, 
we won't have enough guns and 
ammunition to really equip our 
fast-expanding army for at least 
a year, and perhaps longer. 

In personnel, the army's record 
looks good. There were 27 com- 
plete divisions in May, 1941— there 
were five in May, 1940. Some 



pragnns has been ma^ toward 
developing mechiuiiaed and arm- 
ored divisions, none of which ex- 
isted a year ago. But again equip- 
ment shortages are making it nec- 
essary to revise the previous es- 
I timates downward. 
I The navy is probably in better 
i shape than ever in its history, 
one reason being that it was given 
much money during peacetime 
when the army*\vas given barely 
enough for subsistence. But it 
will be 1945 or 194« before we bave 
^ powerful two-ocean fleet with 
men and officers trained to hai^ 
die it. No one has yet been to find 
a way to materially shorten the 
time it takes to build fighting 
craft. 

Summing up, we are going a- 
head, but we are not going ajiead 
as fast as the experts think is 
both necessary and possible. There 
is criticism of the President for 
being indecisive, and for refusing 
to fire incompetent assistants. 
There is criticism of industry for 
not adapting itself readily to a 
war basis. There is criticism of 
labor for striking in the face of the 
national emergency. There is 
criticism of the public at large for 
not realizing how deadly serious 
our position is in a world largely 
dominated by the Axis and pro- 
ducing for the Axis. Almost all 
who have been watching the 
course of the defense drive seem 
convinced that there must be 
severe shake-ups and that this 
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Long-term low-interest financing 
not the only .service rendered 
home owners by the Federal Hous- 
ing Administration, according to 
Administrator Abner H. Ferguson, 
for the agency also inspects homes 
during the course of construction 
and insists upon adherence to sound 
construction standards. 

The kind of construction that 
may satisfy an uninformed or in- 
experienced buyer may fall far 
short of satisfying the architec- 
tural inspectors whom the FHA 
assigns to the job of watching the 
construction of a home financed by 
an insured mortgage.
